Just hack from the Florida Htate 
Fair, held In JackMonville. and wlali to 
state that I am Indeed proud of the 
fact to get hack to a good county once 
more, where we have good people, good 
lutiil to furni on, bucked up hy a good 
climate. What more could one wish 
f..r 

1 have on hand a number of articles 
listed for sale, and also a list of want 
ads. If you are In need of anything in 
the agricultural line or would like to 
«4l same, come Into my office and I 
will lie very glad to render what ser¬ 
vice 1 can. This will save you money, 
so take advantage of ttila. It will cost 
you nothing to Investigate. 

Mr, ('Unis Grower. I notice fruit 
dropping In soma groves. Very com¬ 
mon to set* several hoxoa under one, 
tree. What In the causef Neglect in 
iiionI <*«mom. Purple Ncab* and melan- 
(Mm seem to be the main cause, which 
In follow ih! hy nIciii- eml rot. Tlie pur¬ 
ple scale punctures miiiiiII o|M*iihigs ut 
the stein end. allowing the atrui end 
fungus to gain entrance, thus causing 
Ihe dropping of fruit. It will probably 
cost you the price of a l«ox of oranges, 
hut what of that In comparison to auv- 
ing five or more lioxes to the tie 1 
First prune thoroughly a!! dead wood 
at any senisui of the year, and follow* 
by a Njirayltig of lulaclble oil for the 
scale Innocta at the proper time. Lime- 
Nulpliur or Bordcau will help evutrnl 

the melanoM*. 

Keep a cloac watch for pumpkin 
hugs on citrus trees. They xvtll raw* 
dropping of fruit. Keep truah and all 
weeds hack from treesi Spraying will 
do no good for these hugs. Shake them 
Into u net and hum la one simple rem¬ 
edy for controlling. 

Have you given your grove that full 
plowing nnd disking flint D needed no 
nunh at Mils tune? A mighty good time 
to fertilize, for I know you ct|HM*t to 
have a gou«l erop next year. You will 
take a risk. In that you put mi new 
grow’th Dial may g”t alpp(*d from cold, 
bur I believe the risk la worth it. all 
when yon go through the whiter un¬ 
hurt hy the coM. and lime your trees 
pur mi u good bloom next February. 

Lung worms are common among 
Florida logs. If yotf wish to treat for 
same give one tcaspooiiful spirits tur 
pontine for a ItsMb. hog, given lu a 
little moUt bran, otire u day for three 
days. Withhold one week and repeat 
the treatment. 

Your pigs will atntnl the winter much 


lietter If you huvo a crop of winter 
oat*, rye or rape to pasture on. Change 
mown and pigs to green feed gradually. 

Provide a sheller for your hog* thru 
the winter. They will make more net 
gains for you. Don't expect to get 
something for nothing. All stock re¬ 
spond* readily to good treatment. 

A good dairy ration :Buy nnd mix the 
following—bran 200 IIw., cornmeu! 200 
lbs., velvet In»aii men I 200 lbs., cotton 
seed meal 100 lbs., alfalfa meal 100 
ll«s. You save money by mixing your 
own feed, for you know what you are 
getting, and will know* what to expect.
